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DETAILED ACTION 

The restriction requirement dated March 5, 2008 has been withdrawn in view of 
applicants' response on May 5, 2008 which is persuasive. 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors, e.g., typographical, grammar, idiomatic, syntax 
and etc. Applicants' cooperations are requested in correcting any errors of which 
applicant may become aware in the specification. 

This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. [ The abstract in the PCT 
does not suffice]. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "6" at page 10, lines 4-5, and "11" at page 10, line 26, 
have both been used to designate "gas mixture". [Applicant should further check that 
different numbers do not refer to the same part; and vice versa, i.e., different parts are 
not being referred to by the same number]. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
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either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. The two essential stages of the invention mentioned 
e.g., at page 10 lines 12-16, appear to be critical or essential to the practice of the 
invention, but not included in claims 1 and 7 are not enabled by the disclosure. See In 
re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). See further applicant's 
Examples at pages 19-22, in particular, Example 2 at page 20; as well as page 22, lines 
20-24 attesting to the essentiality of the stages. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 3-1 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

a). There are no proper antecedent basis for support for the following claimed 

languages: 

1) . "the acrolein gas mixture" in claim 13, line 2; 

2) . "the condensate" and "the distillation column" in claims 13-16; and 

3) . "the distillation"and "the condensation" in claim 16. 
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b). In claim 17, "of water" should be added to avoid ambiguity, i.e., should be between 
30 % and 70% of water. 

Claims 1-19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st and 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

a) . Shima et al discloses a process for recovering acrolein by absorption and distillation. 

b) . Hego et al discloses a process for purification of a gas stream containing acrolein.
